provisions are tthe acts of the people 
giving laws to the legislature. An- 
other distinction it is well to keep in 
mind is the difference between the 
constitution of the United States and 
that of a state. The one consists in 
the exercise of government upon, and 
within the dimits of a delegated pow- 
er; and so the congress may only leg- 
islate within the sphere of authority 
expressly delegated to it by the states. 
It is a jurisdiction, whose limits are 
¢onfined to the express provisions of 
the federal constitution, But in the 


to think, to- 


case of a state this is not true. .The 
legislature of a state has all sover- 
signty except as it has been prohibited 
by constitutional provision; and so 
the constitution “eonsists largely in 
prohibitions put by the peaple on the 
power of their legislatures. The whole 
of the bill of rights is but privileges 
the people reserve to themselves from 
the legis!ature; and its effect is to pro- 
hibit the legislature Trom exercising 
legislati¢e jurisdiction within those 
excepted spheres of activity. The 
practical effect and purport of,a con- 
stitutional provision is to limit the 
jurisdiction of the legislature, the peo- 


ple recalling to themselves some of |; 


the power reposing in that body as 
an origina! sovereignty; or by recon- 
veying to it atpower hitherto reposing 
in the people through constitutional 
provision. Now the amendments be- 
fore ws do both of these things. The 
away from. the-legislaiu 
the power to reinstate the saloons or 
any substitute or subterfuge for it; 
while the second conveys to the legis- 
lature power which, according to a re- 
cent decision 
it has hot hitherto had under the con; 
stitutional provisian concerning rights 
of property. So these two amend- 
ments enlarge the jurisdiction of the 
legislature in one sphere, and restrict 
it in another. Thus as the rabbins 
used to say, we “loose and bind” the 
law to the legislature; telling it what 
it may do, and what it may not do. 
Now in a state the only way to re- 


serve certain rights and liberties to, 


the people ‘themselves is to recall 
these rights and privileges from the 
jurisdiction of 'the legislature by con- 
stitutional amendment, and thus pro- 
hibit that body from legislating on 
them, 

“*Now the present statutes prohibit 
any citizen Sr any organization of citi- 
zens, from instituting or operating a 
saloon substitute therefor in this 
state. TA\t they, cannot and do not 
prohibit the legislature from doing so, 
or authorizing persons to do so.

But under 
the pfoposed constitutional amend- 
ment it will be put securely within 
the power of the people, and can be 
impaired dr changed only by a direct 
expression of their will, either by re- 
convey ing to the legislature jurisdic- 
tion in the,matter by ,repealing the 
constitutional provisiod, or altering 
it by another amendment according to 
their own will.

And yet that institution was 
gotten rid of only by an amendment 
to the constitution of the United 
States forbidding legislation with ref- 
erence to it either by congress or by 
any of the Several states. No one 
has heard of slavery cutting any figuré 
i politics sinces The lottery was an 
old and popular institution inherited 
by our fathers, and every session of 
the Jegislature. was beseciged by those 
who wanted franchises for lotteries. 
The constitution was amended, re- 
calling to the people from their leg- 
islatures, the power to legislate -on 
that matter; and no one has heard of, 
a lottery since. “Duclling was Once 
an institution, engrafted in political 
affairs, is by taking away its standing 
before the Magislature by constitution- 
al provision reconiveying jurisdittion 
in the matter to the people. Now for 
years the saloon has been dominant 
and specially favored in its political 
life of our people until it became an 
intolerable nuisance in state and mu- 
nicipal affairs. “The senator from the 
liquor district was one of the most 
prominent and patent political factors 
in our legislature. The saloon was 
always on hand and in power, and 
had to -be consulted in legislation, 
national, state and municipal. The 
only w ay to separate the saloon from 
politics is to take away its standing 
before the legislature by recalling the 
power to legislate on it from the leg- 
islature and the municipal councils. 
This amendment will do this thing, 
and in my judgment it needs to be 
done. If this is done in my opinion 
you will never hear again~of the 
pernicious and officious activity of 
the saloon in political affairs, just as 
has been the case in the state-church, 
slavery, the lottery and duelling. 
Prohibition. . 

Agother reason for the adoption 
of this amendment is that as yet pro- 
hibition is an experiment, and a very 
promising one. The saloon is no 
longer an experiment, but has been 
worked ‘long)and faithfully and found 
wanting in solving the liquor ques- 
tion, and is now a cast off institution 
by our people. Yet this invalidated 
and rejected institution persistently 
and perniciously interferes with your 
attempt to try out the policy of pro- 
hibition. It derides your laws, de-. 
cries them before the people. defies 
your officers, berates your policy: 
and’ by its assaults in every way hin- 
ders you in your efforts to make ef- 
fective prohibition. The-saloon pow- 
er, well organized, abundantly fi- 
nanced, manned with the most skill- 
ed and experienced advocates and 
political: wire - pullers’ available, has 
declared war on your effort, to put 
prohibition into effect; and(\it also 
threatens to thwart you in such an 
aribtrary way as to force you to re- 
peal your statutes, and reinstate the’ 
saloon as a powér conféssedly too 
great for your sovereignty. No stat- 
utes can have any chance to vindicate 
thémselves when thus assailed. If 
the murderers were thus in conspi-, 
racy against the state, financed_and 
organized, the statutes on that-sub- 
ject would be impaired in their effi- 
ciency.

Rapidly Increase 


Worst Physical Scourge with Which We 
Have to Contend

SOOCCOCCCS HAVE no hesitancy in pronouncing cancer the worst physt 
cal sccurge with which we have to contend to-day. Cancer 
is far more to be dreaded than tuberculosis, for, akheugh 
the death rate from cancer is not yet as great as that from 
tuberculosis, it is steadily on the increase, while the greagt 
white plague has been partially conquered by medical of 
perimentation, and is on the decrease. 

Do you know that one man out of every thirty-two amd 
one woman out of eleven now die of cancer in this country? 

Do you know that, after the age of thirty-five, one man out of sevtntcen apd 

ohne woman out of nine die of cancer? And that during this period mere 

women die in the United States of cancer than of consumption’? 

According to Dr. John A. McGlinn, of Phiiadelphia, who has just compiled 
data for the Philadelphia Medical Society on the subject, the age of greatest 
frequency has come to be between the ages of fifty and fifty-four, whem ome 
man ip fourteen and one woman in five die of cancer. If the disease had been 
exterminated in 1906 in this country, according to Dr. McGiinn, a saving af 
life equal to 372,574 years, or a total saving of more than $224,000,000 in earm 
ing capacity would be the resu!t. 

Out of the total population of the registration area of maies and females 
more than thirty-five vears old in 1906, there have died, or will die of cancer, 
281,909 men and 518,185 women. 

And not only in this country, but in the world at large, is the excesstve 
mortality from cancer appalling. It is increasing everywhere. In the last 
decade it increased 12 per 190,000. In this country it increased from 53 te 
‘nearly 71 per 100,000 of population. From 1901 to 14v6 the increases i 
various kinds of cancer were as follows: Stomach and liver, 108 percent; 
mouth, 0.4 percent; intestines, 0.6 percent; skin, 0.1 percent. The decreases 
in the various forms of the disease were: Breast, 0.1 percent, other organs, 
.26 percent.

4. That officers to hold such tlec- 
tion shall be the same, and shall be 
appointed in the same manner and 
by the same officials as now provided 
by the election Jaw of the State for 
the appointment. of officers to hold 
elections in this State, and the elec- 
tion shall be held all things in accord- 
ance with the laws governing general 
elections and with the Constitutional 
provision concerning amendments to 
that instrument. 2 

5. That the votes cast at said elec- 
tion shall be counted, canvassed and 
tabulated and returns thereof made 
to the Secretary of State in the same 
manner as in election for Representa- 
tives to the Legislature. The result 
of said election shall be made known 
by proclamation of the Governor, and 
if a majority of all the qualified elec- 
tors who voted at_said election upon 
the proposed amendment voted “Yes” 
said amendment from the date of said 
proclamation shall be valid to all in- 
tents and purposes as a part of the 
Constitution’ of Alabama and as an 
article thereof.

Why do they denounce a law 
which permits the search of a blind

The more the peopleBbecome ac- 
quainted with the Carmichael and the 
Fuller laws the:-more firmly do they 
become convinced that they are alto- 
gether wholesome and necessary. Thc 
further the investigation goes - the 
more plainly does it appear that the 
framers of those laws followed the old 
laws of the state which: have been 
upon the statute books for many 
years; The only change—and that is 
the point where the shoe pinches the 
whiskey gang—is that these laws are 
made to apply now to-the saloon ele- 
ment, the bootleggers and the den 
keepers as well as to all others. The 
law is made to operate against them, 
whereas in times gone by they were 
able, by their control of the\lobby, to 
prevent the enactment of any law in- 
imical to their dirty trade.

On every side we heard the lusty 
ery of the man who proclaims that he 
is a prohibitionist but is against the 
amendment because ——. They have 
several becauses, each fellow having 
an assortment of them to suit the oc- 
casion or the person to whom he is 
talking. Then, too, there are those 
who are candid enough to say tha 
they. oppose the amendment simply be- 
cause they favor the whiskey side. 
They are not trying to make any flim- 


sy excuses. Some of thent say they 
oppose it because it prohibits liquors’ 
in the home; that if the amendment 
passes a fellow will not be permitted 
to have his ewn private bottle for hs 
own private use. Of course, they 
know this is. not in and was not con- 
templated by the law; nevertheless 
they’ use the argument to decoy the 
unwary into voting for the saloon.

The 
Reéord man has been taking note of 
late, and if a betting man would not 
be afraid to wager his future existence 
that there is received at the express 
office here not les$ than five to ten 
gallons of whiskey each night and 
morning for the use of those who are 
urging that liquors cannot be kept in 
the home as an excuse for oppesing 
the law. They make these announce- 
ments on the streets, when as a mat-’ 
ter of fact they have liquors in their 
home at-the very moment they speak, 
and they know full well that so long 
as they keep the liquor there and do 
not attempt to sell it that they are 
entirely free from the restrictions of 
the law. ‘When you hear a fellqw 
make that kind of an argurhe#t, watch 
him three nights in succession, and 
you'll see him snecking to the express 
office. You'll sce him get a_ bottly 
(generally several of them) or a jug 
and take it. home. If you'll engage 
him in conversation the next morning 
he'll tell you that it’s a drastic law 
which prohibits a fellow from having 
liquor in his heme. / 
When he says that, turn your nose 
in-his direction and smell his’ breath, 
you'll generally find it so ladened with 
whiskey kept in the home that you 
can paddle the pure alcoho] from the 
fetid breath. He wouldn’t want you 
to come near his mouth with a lighted 
candle for fear you'd set his breath on 
fire and singe shis tongue. This talk 
about’ not being permitted to keep 
liquors in the home for private use is 
all a falsehood, pure and simple. You 
not only can do so lawfully, but the 
very ones who are using that argu- 
ment are the ones who aré doing it, 
génerally speaking. If you don't be- 
lieve it, watch the express office.

To the Voters of Alabama: 

State-wide prohibition was enacted 
by the legislature. In the form of an 
amendment to the constitution, the 
same issue is up to the people. Whis- 
key or no whiskey? The perpetual 
banishment of the saloon or its re- 
turn to power? 

The issue is clear-cut and simple. 
Every vote for the amendment will be 
a vote for prohibition, for sobriety and 
for good morals.

Same, 
duty of justice, etc.; warrant for arrest 
for all persons on premises, issued 
when: “If any person violates the 
provisigns of-section 7357, and so con- 
ceals himself that he is not known, 
upon complaint being made’ on oath 
before a justice of the peace, or judge 
of the county ‘court, that spirituous, 
vinous, or malt liquors, or intoxicat- 
ing beverage, have been sold, given 
away or otherwise disposed of, in vio- 
lation or evasion of law, and that the 
person committing such offense con- 
ceals himself in a house, room, imeles- 
ure, or other plate—and that such per- 
son is unknown to the person making 
the complaint, it is the duty.of such 
justice or judge to issue forthwith a 
warrant of arrest for such ‘unknown 
person’ for the offense charged in the 
complaint, and immediately place such 
warrant in the hands of a constable 
or sheriff, who shall proceed at once 
to the house, room, booth, inclosure 
or other place in which such violation 
of law is alleged to have occurred, and 
arrest all persons therein; and if such 
constable| or sheriff is refused admit-

Whiskey and whiskey sellers work 
by the samé methods the world over, 
it seems. They practice the same de- 
ceptions and the same frauds with- 
out regard to locality, age, sex or con- 
ditions. 

Here is what was “handed out” to 
one of the “squaw” women in Mich- 
igan recently, and it's just what the 
whiskey gang want to hand out. to 
the “squaw” women in Alabama— 
what they will’ hand out to them if 
the saloon is permitted to return. 

Compensating the Saloonkeepers. 

A bill was introduced into the leg- 
islature at Lansing, Mich., when the 
temperance measures were under con- 
sideration which was intended to pro- 
vide compensation to those , saloon- 
keepers whose business was prohib- 
ited. This bill aroused a woman to 
write this letter to the’ Detroit Jour- 
nal: 

“Twelve years ago I married a man 
in a town in Salinac county. He was 
bright and intelligent and capable of

habit of going into the barrooms, first 
for company and then for drinks, 
until I had to take in washing to sup- 
port myself and children. 

“After years of poverty and misery, 
two months ago he died of delirium 
tremens. He never was a bad man, 
but was lured to .his doom, and I at 
middie age am !eft a pauper with two 
children to raise. There are a dozen 
men in this village that will soon fol- 
low him to’ their graves. Only for 
liquor we would have been the hap- 
piest couple in the country. About 
the time that I was married a chum 
of mine married a bartender. He ait- 
erward got a saloon of his’ own, and 
eight years ago he purchased a build- 
ing that he turned into a hotel for 
$1,500. ~It cost $500 to make the 
changes. This building for liquor 
purposes, he says, is worth $10,000. 
He has also bought a farm, has a race 
horse, two bulldogs and an auto. His 
wife has four silk dresses and a seal- 
skin’ sacque. In ten years he got 
$3,000 of my husband’s earnings. 

“Now, if local option is carried in 
the county, he wants compensation. 
He, no doubt, wants about $8,000 on 
his hotel and a pension of about 
$1,000 a year for not ‘having a busi- 
ness to make maniacs, drunkards, 
suicides, tramps, orphan children, des- 
titute wives and starving widows. 

“That's the cry of the widow and 

the worse than widow.

1. That the following amendment 
to the Constitution of Alabama is 
hereby proposed to be submitted to 
the qualified electors of the State for 
their consideration at an election to 
be held on the first Monday after 
the expiration of three months from 
and after the final adjournment ‘of 
the present session of the Legislature 
at which the amendment is proposed, 
to-wit: Article XIX. 

Section 1. The manufacture, sale 
and keeping for sale of alcoholic and 
malt liquors and other intoxicating 
beverages shall be forever prohibited | 
in this State; but alcohol may be 


sold for medical, scientific and me- |. 


chanical purposes, and wine for sac- 
¢@amental purposes, wnder such regu- 
lations as the Legislature may have 
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prescribed or may hereafter pre 

Sec. 2. Nothing in the Constitu- 
tion of Alabama shall be. construed 
to prevent the Legislature under the 
police power from designating places 
where such liquors may not be stored 
or kept. 

2. That it shall be the duty of the 
Governor to give notice’ by procla- 
mation to be published in one news- 
paper in each county in the State at 
least eight successive weeks preced- 
ing the said election on the amend- 
ment proposed by this act to be sub- 
mitted to the qualified electors of 
the State for their consideration. 

3. That at the general election to 
be held as herein provided the quali- 
fied electors shall vote upon said 
amendment, and on the official ballot 
printed for such election there shall 
be printed the following, viz: “Shall 
the following be adopted as Article* 
XIX of the Constitution of Alabama: 
Section 1. The manufacture; sale and 
keeping for sale of alcoholic 
malt liquors and other intoxicating 
beverages shall be forever prohibited 
in this State; but alcohol may be 
sold for medical, scientific and me- 
chanical purposes and wine for sac- 
ramental purposes, under such regu- 
lations as the Legislature may have 
prescribed or may hereafter prescribe. 
Section 2. Nothirg-in the Constitu- 
tion of Alabama shall be construed to 
prevent the Legislature under the po- 
lice power from designating places 
where such liquors may not be stored 
or kept. Yes, No.” The choice of 
the elector shall be indicated by a 
cross-mark made by him or under 
his direction opposite the word ex- 
pressing his desire. 

4. That officers to hold such elec- 


‘tion shall be the same, and: shall be 


appointed in the same manner and 
by the same officials as now provided 
by the election law of the State for 
the appointment of officers to hold 
elections in this State, and the elec- 
tion shall be held all things in accord- 
ance with the laws governing general 
elections and-with the Constitutional 
provision concerning amendments to 
that instrument. , 

5.. That the votes cast at said elec- 
tion shall be counted, canvassed and 
tabulated and returns thereof made 
to the Secretary of State in the same 
manner as in election for Representa- 
tives to the Legislature. The result 
of said election shall be made known 
by. proclamation of the Governor, and 
if a majority of all the qualified elec- 
tors who voted at-said election upon 
the proposed amendment voted “Yes” 
said amendment from the date of said 
proclamation shall be valid to all in- 
tents and purposes as a part of the 
Constitution of Alabama and as an 
article thereof.

Clanton was visited on last Tues- 
day night by quite a serious con- 
flagration. The storage warehouse of 
Mr. J. Q. Wade situated on the line 
of the railroad just north of his brick 
warehouse, used for the storage of 
cotton and -fertilizers, caught fire in 
some unknown way and the building, 
with its entire contents was totally 
destroyed. Had the night not been a 
particularly quiet one the east side of 
town would have been in danger of 
going up in the flames. As it was 
the fire was confined to the one 
building because of ¢he high. brick 
wall of the cotton warehouse which 
held the flames in check. 

M. F. Cannon & Son had their en- 
tire stock of wagons, mowing ma- 
chines and other farm implements 


istored in the burned house and their 


loss is considerable. There was no 
insurance on the building itself, the

Cannon & Son car- 
kd insurance to the amount of 
welt¥e hundred dollars, which will 
iréduce their loss to something like 
five hundred dollars. How the fire 
-Originated is not known, 
ing was discovered to. be on fire just 
about supper time and heroic work 
‘on the part of citizens, together with 
the stillness of the night, prevented 
destruction of neighboring property. 
There was a small quantity of corn 
stored in the building and just be- 
fore sunset Mr. Shepperd’s brother 
went into. the building to get corn 
for feeding purposes, he was the last 
person in the building and states pos- 
itively that he did not strike a 
match nor was he,smoking at the 
time he was in the building. 
outside’ door was secured near the 
middle with a clasp and staple thus 
permitting the top or bottom to be 
shoved in or out some inches. Mr. 
Shepperd is of the opinion that there 
must have been a quantity of trash 
collected near the door and that a 
spark from a passing freight train 
ignited this trash and communicated 
with the material inside the building. 
But be that as it may, the fire demon- 
strated one thing which cannot - be 
contradicted: Clinton needs a fire 
company and apparatus for fighting 
fire. Had it been possible to secure 
fire hooks with which to pull down 
the walls of the building on Tuesday 
night the damage would not have 
been one-third so great as it was; in 
fact the amount that could have been 
saved would have paid two-thirds of 
the cost of a good fire fighting ma- 
chine.

It came into exist- 
ence long before prohibitton was 
thought of, and at least one of the 
most ardent of the anti-amendment 
speakers was at one time a member 
of the legislature and during his 
term of service wrote the most dras- 
tic search warrant laws that has ever 
been upon the statute books of any

right to search for whiskey. Remem- 
ber, ‘distinctly. that you have under 
the law all the right | which you 
could demand, to keep whiskey in 
your home for home uses, and that so 
long as you do not sell that whiskey 
you are in no danger of having your 
home searched. Remember, too, that 
you have a perfect right under the 


law (the Fuller bill, the Carmichael. 


bill and the amendment clause) to 
keep liquors in “your home and to 
take a social drink with your family, 
your friends or even with the stranger 
within vour gates, so léng as you do 
not sell any liquor. Bear in mind 
that the sheriff nor any other officer 
has any right under the law to come 
into your home and make.a search 
for anything, whiskey or any other 
thing, until a warrant has been issued 
for such search upon the sworn testi- 
mony of some responsible party who 
makes outh that he believes. whiskey 
is being sold in your home, or that 
you are violating the law; that this 
testimony, or sworn statement, must 
be based upon reasonable grounds.

against you.: If you will remember 
these things (and they are in‘the law,

It says to him that | 
you shall not put up a house and pre- 
tend toliv e in it when as a matter 
of fact you*are using it for a, bar- 
room or a blind tiger to ruin the boys 
of the neighborhood and to break the 
hearts of the women about that 
house. It protects- your. home by 
making ‘the. other fellow keep his 
home cleatr from barroom effects. If 
you will think’ over these things then 
you will applaud’ the’ Fuller bill for 
containing a clause which gives to | 
you the right to live in any neighbor- 
hood with the perfect assurance that 
no man can come in and set up a 
barrcom in the vicinity even if he 
does pretend to live in that barroom. 
The search warrant clause, so far 
from being a liberty destroyer, is a 
liberty saver and a protetcion which 
yow have not heretofore enjoyed. If 
you don’t intend to sell whiskey in 
your home, if you do not expect to

final adjournment of said extraordi- 
nary session of’ the»Legislature at 
which said amendment was proposed 
a said election ordered, viz: On 
the’ fifth Monday in November, 1909, 
an election will be held for the vote 
of the qualified electors of the State 
of Alabama, in the manner, form and 
places required by law, upon the fol- 
lowing amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of Alabama, yiz:

1. That the following amendment 
to the Constitution of Alabama is 
hereby proposed to be submitted to 
the qualified electors of the State for 
their consideration at an election to 
be held on the first Monday after 
the expiration of th‘ee months from 
and after the final adjournment of 
the present session of the Legislature 
at which the amendment is proposed, 
to-wit: Article XIX.

Both of these papers, however, are 
fighting the adoption of the amend- 
ment, and have lined up against it. 

Now comes the striking circtim- 
stance which has set many people to 
speculating on how it could have hap- 
pened. On October 28 both of these 
papers, which, have no connectron 
with one another and which are un- 
derstood to entertain no friendship 
for each other, published an editorial 
against the amendment about six hun- 
dred words in length and identical in 
tone, in spirit, in suggestion, and in 
word. The editorials are exactly alike 
verbatim. 

It is not at all probable that two ed- 
itors of two\newspmpers different in 
political faith; two, editors who are 
not friendly in a journalistic way 
would be likely to write an editorial 
on the same subject at the same time 
and identical to the word. It is not 
bélieved that the two editors con- 
ferred on the subject and decided to 
print the same editorial verbatim; for 
it is well known that the relations ex- 
isting between the two editors are 
not such as to take this drift. It is 
hardly necessary to say that two men 
do not think to the extent of six han- 
dred words in precisely the same lan- 
guage. 

The average reader will naturally 
wonder how in the world this re- 
markable incident happened. It will 
appear to some in the light of a deep 
bureau somewhere that is distributing 
ready-to-print editorials. in opposition 
to the adoption of the amendment. 

The Birmingham News docs not 
undertake to solve the problem, other 
than to say that perhaps there is a 
mystery. 

But it’s interesting, isn’t it?—News.

There are already on the docket for 
trial, so the clerk informs us, 90 odd 
criminal cases besides the civil cases 
to be adjudicated. 

But few of these are negro cases.

The trial of these cases, counting wit- 
ness fees, sheriff's fees, juror’s fees, 
feeding bill and other, necessary ex- 
penses, will total up thousands~ of 
dollars. This money comes out of 
the pockets of the industrious tax 
payer. These bills must be footed 
by the frugal farmer and merchant. 
These bills were made. by the use of 
whiskey on the part of the criminal— 
or the larger part of them were. 
Now, Mr. farmer. we ask you in all 
candor, do you propose to foot these 


| bills year after year for the guz- 


zlers? Are you going to labor and 
toil in order that the bootleger may 
ply his trade, and when caught pay 
the expense of his trial? Are you 
going to deprive your sweet wife and 
ruddy-faced children of the pleasures 
of life in order to permit the blind 
tiger operators to fill criminals with 
rot-gut whiskey that drives them to 
crime and then pay for the expense 
of their fight for liberty to commit 
more crime?

As dear as the cause of 
temperance and the amendment is to 
the Record, its holds manhood, wom- 
anhood and character too high to try, 
for temporary gain, to besmirch the 
name of those who oppose ts ‘in our 
views. We grant them that privilege 
and believe that thefe are many hon- 
orable men who.are in opposition to 
the amendment; men who are above 
reproach.

The Record called attention 
several weeks ago to the charge of 
Judge Alto V. Lee to the grand jury 
of Etowah County in which he dis- 
tinctly said it was not contrary to 
jaw. Judge Denson made a similar 
statement in his speech to the people 
of Chilton County and Judge Weakley 
has all along confended that this was 
not cOntrary cs Now comes 
Judge ,Pierce in his charge to the 
grand jury of Houston county and 
reiterates the statement. And so have 
several ether judges throughout the 
state. Why then: will people listen 
to the carping arguments of paid or- 
ators who go about the country tell- 
ing the unwary that their “rights” 
are being taken from them? If there 
was a seintilla of truth in the state- 
metits of these smal] lawyers would 
the judges upon the bench presume 
to instruct the grand juries contrary 
to law?

Judge Throws Light on Prohibition 
Laws. - 

Dothan, Ala., Nov. 3—When  cir- 
cuit court convened here Judge H. A. 
Pearce charged the grand jury with 
special reference to the prohibi- 
Beginning with the Car- 
michaet bill, he read each and every 


section. He ruled that it was no vio 
lation to keep liquors m the home so 
long as they were not kept for sale. 
He also stated that one could order 
from another state as much whisky 
or other intoxicant as he saw fit and 
invite his friends to come around and 
treat them to all they could hold, and 
they would not be amendable to the 
law. 

The judge instructed the jury not 
to return an indictment against any- 
one who might be arrested for mak- 
ing blackberry cordial, cane beer, 
corn beer and like drinks. Judge 
Péarce said that a man could carry a 
bottle of whisky in his pocket until 
the bdttle wore through and still be 
innocent of law-breaking. 

In closing, Judge Pearce defined the 
term “blind tiger” and also made 
clear the search warrant problem. He 
stated that a sheriff could not enter 
a home and search for liquor junless 
armed with a search warrant duly 
executed before an authorized officer 
of the law.

Some Alabama Legal Lights. 

‘Tom Watson. the great Populist | 
leader and candidate of the party for 
president is one of the ablest lawyers 
of the South. Being 2 resident of 
Georgia he feels a fricndly interest 
in Alabama. He often writes of the 
situation in Alabama and is especially 
interested in the prohibition fight. In 
view of the recent and ‘contacks as- 
gaults made by lawyers on the Fuller | 
bill, what Mr. Watson has-to say of 
that measure will prove juteresting 
He writes as follows in the Weekly 
Jeffersonian: 

“\ friend having sent a copy of the 
Fuller bill, I lave glanced through it 
to tind out whether certain charges 
made against it are well founded. 

Does it grant immunity from 
punishment to one who ‘maliciously’ 
and without probable cause, sweats 
out a search warrant? : 

it does not. 

Section 291-2 merely means that 
when the witness against the. blind 
tiger testifies to an unlawful act of 
his own. his evidence can not, else- 
where, be used to convict him of that 
uilawful act, nor shall he be prose- 
cuted for that act. The  perjurer 
gets no exemption from punishment, 
in the Fuller. 

> Does it take away the right to 
have a trial by jury? 

It does not. 

Not only’ will defendants indicted 
for unlawful selling or furnishing 
have the same right to trial by jury 
that persons indicted for other offen- 
ses have, but exen in search warrant 
hearings. they can have a jury trial 
on demand in courts of record, by de- 
mand in those courts (when the’ war- 
rant issues from them) or by appeal 
from the lower¥ courts. 

3.. Does the Fuller law put upon 
an indicted person the burden of 
proof? Does it require the accused 
to establish his innocence? 

It does not. < 


In the case where intoxicating li- 
quprs are found in the private dwel- 
ling, the state must prove the intent 
to sell, or otherwise unlawfully dis- 
pose of the liquor found. In the case 
where the liquor is discovered in some 
nilding or place where the faw has 
made it uniawful to keep the stuff, the 
presence of the liquor is and ought 
to be, evidence of an intent to violate 
the Fuller law. 

Why should it be otherwise? When 
the state, in her sovereign capacity, 
forbids her citizens to store certain 
liquors in certain places, and the citi- 
zen violates the law,*by keeping the 
stuff at one of those places-~why 
should the state furnish additional 
evidence of his intent to violate the 
law? As he has already done it by’ 
storing the stuff, unlawfully, why 
shouldn’t he be made to satisfy court 
and jury that he did not mean to dis- 
pose of it unlawfully? 

_ ‘The-strategy of those who led the 

prohibitionists into this field was 
bad. If the amendment wins, the dry | 
men will gain nothing which they did 

not already have. If the amendment 

loses the tide of reaction will sweep 

the Fuller law, too. 

For that very reason I would, were 


41 an Alabamian, fight for the amend- 


ment, like fighting fire. 

[ find that the Fuller law does not 
put it.in the power of malicious or 
fanatical people to annoy and out- 
rage the feelings of others. On’ the 
contrary, the individual who seeks to 
have’ a search warrant issued must 
go before a magistrate, or a judge, of 
a court of record, and make out.a 
prima facie case, by offering such evi- 
dence as convinces the judge that the 
warrant should be issued. If any 
house is improperly searched, the 
fault is that of the judicial officer 
who is too easy to convince. Under 
the Fuller law, the mere making of 
an affidavit does not authorize the 
issuance of the search warrant. Evi- 
dence must be produced. 

Not only must evidence be taken 
before the warrant issues, but it 
must be reduced to writing. The 
amount of testimony necessary is the 
same as that which is required at a 
commitment court. 

No matter how just any given law 
may be in itself, there are ferquent 
instances of mistakes and wrongs in 
its enforcement. This is due to hu- 
man nature. If properly enforced 
there is no danger to the sanctity of 
the home, in the* Fuller law. 

After a ¢areful consideration of the 
sailent features of the Fuller bill, my 
firm conviction is, that no one need 
be afraid of it. excepting the citizen 
who wishes to violate the law, by 
storing, intoxicating liquor ‘in some 
other place than a drug store, a phy- 
sician’s medical shop, 4 deacon’s 
closet for sacramental wine, or a 
private dwelling where such liquors 
are kept for family and hospitable 
uses. : 

Indeed, the Fuller law does not al- 
law any searches at night, unless the 
place of premises are open.

_ I have had so many inquiries re- 
garding, the coming election that I 
take this method of answering all at 
the same time. First. all persons 
must be registered in this county be- 
fore they can vote; the registrars will 
be here on the 26th and 27th of this 
month for that purpose. 

Second, all persons due a poll tax 
must have paid it on or before the 
first day of last February to be enti- 
tled to ‘vote in the coming election. 
Paying up -back pell taxes now does 
not entitle the person so paying to 
vote in this election. 

Third, the managers of elections 
will have a list of all poll tax payers 
in the county, and if your name does 
not appear upon that list it is because 
you have not paid your poll tax, or 
because you were 45 years of age be- 
fore the year 1901. If yow were 45 
years of age in the year 1901, then 
you are not due poll tax, and can 
vote; but if you have become 45 years 
of age since 1901 and have not paid 
your poll tax, or if you are due poll 
tax for any one year since 1901 you 
are not. entitled to vote. It will be 
the duty of the managers of election 
to challenge all persons offering to 
vote whose names are not on the poll 
list. But if they subscribe to the oath 
prepared,«they can vote. In that 
event the law requires the managers 
to seal up such oaths and return 


grand jury. It is a violation of the 
law for any person to vote that is 
not a legal voter whether he is chal- 
lenged or not. There is a penalty 
placed upon any manager of election 
who permits any person not a legal 
voter to cast a ballot. It is one hun- 
dred dollars fine for any manager or 
clerk of election who fails to attend 
to the duties required of him without 
legal excuse.

Several weeks ago we called atten- 
tion to the fact that the mild provis-

We also stated that long before 
the Fuller bill was dreamed of there 
were search warrant statutes upon 
our law books. In addition to this 
we asserted that the former search 
warrant laws were~aill designed to 
protect the whisky dealer and to in- 
fringe upon the rights of the home 
and the inmates of the home; that it 
was a law made to “protect” the 
whisky dealer against the honest 
house wife and the frugal daughter. 
Not only did we publish this state- 
ment but we stated these facts in a 
public speech made before an intel- 
ligent audience of people and many 
of them seemed to doubt its truth- 
fulness. One maa who said he hoa 
been a justice of the peace for twenty 
years had never seen this law. Wé 
pointed out the section and the pave 
of the Code of Alabama to him. Now 
lest others think that the amendment 
advocates are trying like the .nt:- 
amendment orators to mislead and 
deceive the people. we again give 
space to this drastic search warrant 
law enacted in 1891 for the benefit 
of the liquor dealers and against the 
housewife. When they were clamor- 
ing for the passage of this law they 
had nothing to.say about the “sanc- 
tity of the home,” they, were not 
alarmed about the dear women then, 
they cared nothing about you or 
your wife or your children or_your 
home then—what they were alarmed 
about was that your wife might steal 
one of their pretty bottles, or that 
your daughter might sneak one of 
their siphons and they wanted the 
privilege of going into your home and 
searching. that home to see that you 
nor your wife, nor your daughter, 
committed theft from them. Talk 
about your drastic laws! Talk about 
sanctity! Read these lines and weep 
over the anxiety of the whisky 
dealer about your home and your 
wife and you daughter: 

The Fuller Law; The Quarles Sub- 
stitute. 
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drastic law ever enacted by an Ala- 
bama legislature. The bill was first 
introduced by Mr. Sayre, but later a 
substitute which was even broader 
than the original bill was introduced 
by Col. W. W. Quarles of Dallas, 
and was passed with only five dis- 
senting votes.

ticles. venders of bottles, or any per- 
son or corporation has any such bot- 
tlesfi boxes. siphons, fountains of 
kegs. in his, her or its possession, or 
secreted in ANY PLACE the said 
magistrate must thereupon issue a 
search warrant to DISCOVER and 
obtain the same, and may also cause 
to be brought before him the PER- 
SON in whose possession such bot- 
tles. boxes, siphons, fountains or 
kegs, may be found and shall then en- 
quire into the circumstances of such 
possession, and if said magistrate 
finds that such person has been guilty 
of a violation of section two of this 
act. he must impose a punishment 
therein prescribed (first offense by 
imprisonment not less than ten days 
or more than one year, or by a fine 
of fifty cents for each and every such 
bottle, box, siphon, fountain or keg 
so filled) and he shall award posses- 
sion of the property taken upon such 
search warrant to the owner thereof.”

- The Constitution of Alabama Provides as 
Follows. Sec. 178 

To ent&le a person to vote at any election by the peo- 
ple, he shall have resided in the state at least two years, 
_in the county, one year, and in the precinct or W ard three 
months, immediately preceding the election at which he 
offers to vote, and he shall have been gluly registered as 
an elector, and shall have paid on or before the first day 
of February next preceding the date of, the election at 
which he offers to vote, all poll taxes due ffom him tor 


the year nineteen hundred and one, and for each subs« 


quent year. 


and Sec. 6788 of Criminal Code of Alabama 
‘provides that 


Any person that votes more than once at any election 
held in this state, or deposits more than one ballot for the 
same office, as his vote at such election, or knowingly at- 
tempts to vote when he is not entitled to do so, or is 

‘guilty of any kind of illegal or fraudulent voting, must, 
on conviction, be imprisoned in the penitentiary for not 
less than two nor more than five years, at the discretion 
of the jury. (Form 114 [91].)

Birmingham—From all indications 
the official returns in Mondays elec- 
tion on the proposed amendment to 
the constitution will show that the 
majority against the measure is 
slightly in excess of 25,000. votes.. De- 
fnite reports have been received from 
about half of the counties in the state 
ind careful estimates on the other 
counties place the majority against 
the amendment at 26,500. 

The best estimate placed on the 
number of ballots cast in the elec- 
tion is 115,000. 

The election on the amendment was 
ndoubtedly one of the greatest land- 
slides in the history of the State. Ac> 
tording. to reports the amenders car- 
ed only five counties. These were 
hambers, Lee, Macon, Sumter and 
Talladega. The total majority of the 
imenders in these counties will fall 
tonsiderably short of 500.

REPORT OF THE GRAND JURY. 
.) ——— 
To the Hon. W. W. Pearson, Judge 
presiding: 
We, the grand jury organized at the 
fall term of the Circuit Court of Chil- 


ton county, Alabama, having finished: 


our labors, beg leave to submit this, 
our final report: 

We have carefully investigated all 
indictable offenses brought to our 
knowledge, and have returned true 


manded it. We have investigated 61 
cases, examined 143 witnesses and re- 
turned 36 indictments. We have made 
diligent inquiry into violations of the 
prohibition law in this county, and so 
far as we have been able to find out 
there have been very few violations of 


that law within-the last few montbs.. 


We find a very strong disposition ‘ 
the fart of the Gitizenship of this 
county to abide by the 

We further find a gen- 


ion on the part of the citi- 


present prohi-+ 


it in good shape. There are ten in- 
mates therein—two males and eight 
females, all white. They report as 
having been well fed and. cared for, 
and are as well contented as could be 
expected under the circumstances. 

We have examined the books of all 
the courity officers, and find them 
neatly and correctly kept. We have 
examined the bonds of-al] the county 
officers, and they are all good and 
sufficient so far as we have been able 
to ascertain. 

We have examined the Sheriff's ac- 
count with the State and find it cor- 
rect. 

We have examined. the books and 
accounts of the County Treasurer. 
See Exhibit A. 

We have examined the court house 
and the jail. We find the court house 
in good condition. We visited the 
jail in a body, and we found the jail in 
good shape in so far as safety is con- 
cerned. We would: recommend that 
the first story of the jail be cleaned 
out, coal being now sfored therein, 
and that the same be put in condition 
te take care of prisoners. We also 
find that the sanitary condition of the 
jail is in bad shape, and we would 
recommend that steps be taken im- 
mediately to putting it in good’ order. 
We think that the health of the@pris- 
oners should be looked into at once. 
We find that the jail is not as cleanly 
as it might be. Quite a lot of com- 


‘plaint was made to us by the’ prison- 


ers in the jail to the effect that they 
were not properly fed. We would 
suggest that better provisions be 
made for the feeding of these unfor- 
tunates who are confined in the jail. 

Several complaints have been made 
to us in reference to our Sheriff. It 
has been reported to us that several 
escapes have been made from the jail, 
and that several prisoners have es- 
caped from the custody of the Sheriff. 
It appears to the grand jury that the 
Sheriff or his deputies have at least 
been neglectful in the discharge of 
their duties, especially in so far as the 
safe keeping of prisoners is concerned. 
We would earnestly-recommend that 
the Sheriff use weny prea in the 
future to retain afl prisonrs brought 
into his custody until duly convicted 
or discharged by the court. 

Upon invitation of Judge KL 
Reynolds and ‘County Commissioner 
W. R. Conway we visited in a body 
and examined some work done on the 
roads near the town, partly at the ex- 


pense of the county and partly at the} 


expense of individuals, and we were 
highly pleased with the work, and 
think it very commendable, both in 
the county officials and the individ- 
uals that contributed thereto. We 
have made a diligent inquiry into the. 
condition of the public roads of the 
county, and find their condition not to 


be very good. While we have not had 


sufficient evidence before us to au- 
thorize an indictment against any of 
the road officials of the county, we are 
of the opinion that most-of the appor- 
tioners of the county have been some- 
what derelict in: the discharge of their 
duties. We think it necessary that 
the road overseers of “the county 
should put in their full ten days on 
the roads, as required by law, and re- 
port to the next grand jury; and we 
would further recommend that each 
road apportioner. and overseer of 
Chilton county report to the next 
grand jury of this county the condi- 
tion of their respective roads. It is 
the conclusion of thts Brand jury that 
the present law is inadequate to put 
the roads in the condition that is 
necessary for the public good, and we 
would recommend some legislation 
along the line of good roads. We 
have discused at some length in our 
body the advisability of recommend- 
ing a bond issue, and a majority was 
of the opinion that it was not the part 
of wisdom at this time. 

We desire to thank the Sheriff and 
his deputies for their prompt service 
of all papers put in their hands. We 
desire to thank our bailiff for his po- 
lite attention and constant care for 
the convenience of the grand jury. 
We desire to thank the other county 
officers. for the many courtesies 
shown us.

COURT CULLI 


The grand jury adjogrned after 
finding thirty-six true bills ‘against 
citizeris of Chilton county,for the past 
six months. /This is a pretty good 
showing considering the fact that 
there were already sométhing like 
ninety cases already dockgted for trial 
at this term of the court. ; 

The first week of the court was 
given over mainly to the ofganization 
of the grand jury and to sdunding the 
docket. Then, too, much of the time 
was kindly given by Judge Pearson to 
the speakers from various,sections of 
the country who came here to en- 
lighten the people upon the provisions 
of the recently rejected comstitutional 
amendment proposition. | 

This week, however, the court has 
gotten down to hard work, and the 
mills of justice are slowly, but surely 
grinding. Several: minor cases, in- 


volving violations of the prohibition 


laws, have been adjudicated, On 
Tuesday last the case of James Dris- 
kell, a negro who stole a mule from 
the Jackson Lumber Company, was 
called, and the negro pleaded guilty 
to the theft and was given eight-years 
sentence. . This: is the “negro’ who 
some time since walked, or rather 
rode away on one of the mules of the 
above lumber’ company without per- 
mission or knowledge of the company. 
He was trailed through the wilds of 
Tuscaloosa county, and there located 
at the home of a brother-in-law by 
Mr. C. D. Foshee and returned here 
to jail. Mr. Foshee received a reward 
of $75 for the capture. 

The case of F. M. Murry, charged 
with the robbery of Mr. Hugh Fo- 
shee’s diamond pin, was set for trial 
on December 8, and a special venire 
of thirty men drawn to serve with the 
regular jury for the third week of the 
court.

The Apparently Drowned 


Rolling on a Barrel an Obsolete Method of 
Resuscitation 


YOU CAN HELP US.

N eight out of ten cases when there has been @ drowning or 
near. drowning the reporters tell us that “the patient was 
rolled on a barrel,” with varied effects. Whether the pa- 
tient lives or dies the rolling on the barrel fits into the story. 
e The good old barre! ceased to figure prominently as @ 
SCO S604 OO successful resuscitation factor a number of years ago, ©X- 
; cept in stories, and the constant repetition of it serves to 
SRAIES, | induce longshoremen and others to use the barrel and waste 
valuable time that might save the patient's life. As far as 
it went the barrel scheme was not so bad, as it did get out the water in @ 
crude sort of way and’ performed some of the motions of artificial breathing. 
The delay in finding a barrel (apparently nothing else will do in the minds of 
the rescuers) and the rough scraping up and down usually offset the good 
features of the treatment. 
No barrel or roller is needed for resuscitation. The patient can be laid 
face downward over a box or log Or across a person’s body so as to force 
water out of the stomach and throat, and there is usually very little water 
to come out. Then the patient should be turned over, and, with the tongue 
drawn forward to keep the air passage open, the arms should be drawn above 
the head and compressed over the short ribs to imitate breathing, at the rate 
of sixteen times a minute. With the exception of the Schaefer method—ia 
which the patient lies face downward all the time, pressure being applied to 
the short ribs from the back—the resuscitation methods are mostly as de- 
scribed. 
My point in speaking of this matter is not so much to describe the meth- 
ods of resuscitation in vogue is to point out the way the press may do a real 
service to humanity by reporting the methods used in cases of complete Te 
covery. It will not take up much additional space and it will afford interest- 
ing data to thousands of readers. Whether desk men know it or not, the gen- 
eral public is deeply interested in. matters pertaining to restoration of the ap 
parently drowned. That is why they swallow the “barrel rolling” so easily. 
One other point: I want to pay my respects to the sporting writers who 
describe our long swims, and add from their own heads details about a bottle 
of whiskey in each boat for the purpose of keeping up the courage of the 
swimmers. None of the successful swimmers in the ten, twelve or fourteen 
mile swims we have held trained on whiskey or used it for nourishment on 
the trip. We do not recognize it as a helpful stimulant. The after-effects are week, 
very bad. Fresh water, coffee, beef tea, malted milk are all used nourish- 
ment (and even cheese sandwiches. by one swimmer); but out of justice to 
them, and to help others who may try for long distance honors, I want to 
register my protest against the whiskey fabrication right now.

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COMPROMISE IS OFFERED 
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Switchmen Turn Down Proposal 
From Company and Now Railroad 
Traffic in the Northwest is Com- 
pletely Tied Up. 


St. Paul.—After fifteen days' of ne- 
gotiations between the Switchmen’s 
Union of North America and the joint 
committee of railroad managers ‘tep- 
resenting thirteen railroads of the 
northwest, a strike, involving 2,300 
switchmen, became effective. | 

The men engaged in this strike are 
employed by the various railroads 
running west and north of St. Paul 
from Lake Superior to the Pacific 
coast, and unless bpeedily settled will 
mean a serious interruption to traffic. 

The first effect of the strike was a 
sharp bulge in the price of wheat in 
the Chicago grain market. The roads 
entering the. Twin Cities and Duluth 
and Superior are largely grain-carry- 
ing roads from the west. 

Both sides to the dispute issued 
statements. The railway managers’ 
committee issued the following: 

“The switchmen in the northwest 
territory made simultaneots demands 
on thirteen railroad companies center- 
ing in the Twin Cities for double pay 
Sundays, holidays and overtime; an 
advance of 60 cents per day of ten 
hours in the wages of switchmen, 
switch tenders, towermen, engine 
herders and assistant yardmasters; a 
modification of the rule providing for 
the payment of penalty in case of fail- 
ure to permit switchmen to secure 
their meal in the middle of their shift 
at a stated period, which contem- 
plates double pay im cases where it 
became necessary to work a portion 
of the meal hour, and the elimination 
of the physical examination 4nd the 
age limit placed upe 
tering the service. 

“The switchmen i 
ceded from their de 
conceded, would have entailed an ad- 
ditional expense upon the railroads’ 
switching service of some 40 to 45 per 
cent. 

“The managers’ committee offered 
the switchmen an increase of 20 cents 
per day of ten hours in the rates of 
pay of switchmen employed in the 
territory west of Havre, Mont., on the 
Great Northern railway, and west of 
Billings, Mont., on the Northern ‘Pa- 
cific. 

“Further concession was declined 
because the rates of pay of switch- 
men were increased over 13 per cent 
in November, 1906, and because the 
rates had not been reduced during the 
period of , business depression which 
followed. 

“The attention of the switchmen 
was called to the fact that in 1906 the 


switchmen were granted a larger per-. 


centage of increase than any other 
class of employes in train service. At 
the present rates the wages of the 
switchmen overaged over $100 - per 
month.” ; 

The statement then_ recites that 
after first declining to leave the dis- 
pute to arbitration, the switchmen 
changed their minds and suggested 
that the controversy be left with Mar- 
tin A. Knapp, of the interstate com- 
merce commission, and Charles P. 
Neill, United States commissioner of 
labor. Before the arbitration confer- 
ence could be held, however, the 
switchmen again declined this form of 
settlement and announced their inten- 
tion of striking. This, the railway 
managers assert, is a breach of faith. 

Speaking for the switchmen, Presi- 
dent Hawley said: : 

“We want-an advance of 6 cents an 
hour in pay and the elimination of 
overtime and Sunday work as far as 
possible, and the request for double 
pay for overtime is in the nature of a 
penalty more than anything else, as 
we want to discourage overtime, Sun- 
day and holiday work. 

“We also ask for a modification of 
the physical requirements and age 
limit rules. Examination for employ- 
ment on railroads is now regarded 
as strict as those required for service 
in the army. 

“This strike will result in a tie-up of 
railroad traffic. From now on not a 
switch engine will, move in the terri- 
tory between the head of the lakes 
and the Pacific coast.” ~

i\Lignite Beds. 


The discovery. of fine samples of 
lignite near Cuba leads to the belief 
that coal may be found in paying 
quantities. The lignite is better than 
most found and is heavier. It will 
burn fairly well. Efforts are making 
to have borings made of sufficient 
depth to determine whether there is 
coal. What has been found is in the 
bottom of a little creek and runs back 
under a high hill. For some days two 
presumed hoboes have been working 
out in the hills there, and they are 
now believed to be prospectors look- 
ing into the lignite veins, and they 
have been seen twice in that locality, 
and they have been overheard talking 
about gas and ‘oil. That section cor- 
responds very much to Toomsuba, 
where several leases have been made 
by Cincinnati parties to bore for gas. 
It is understood that a well is to be 
sunk near Toomsuba some time in 
December. 


New Water Supply. - 


The Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road will quit taking Montgomery 
water, having decided to put in a 
plant of its own and-get water from 
the Alabama river. Half a million 
gallons a day is the amount needed, 
and the new arrangement will not 
orlly be economical, but the river 
water is said to make better steam 
than the artesian supply of the city. 
Two large pumping stations will go 
in, one above the other, so that if the 
river gets over one there will be the 
other to do the work. 


Receives Medal for Bravery. . 


Second Lieutenant M. N. Usina, of 
the United States revenue cutter ser- 
vice, has received a silver medal 
awarded to him by congress for 
bravery. He saved the life of a young 
woman about to drown at Fort Mor- 
gan July 1 last.

Switchmen Turn Down Proposal 
From Company and Now Railroad 
Traffic in the Northwest is Com- 


pletely Tied Up. 


St. Paul.—After fifteen days’ of ne- 
gotiations between the Switchmen’s 
Union of North America and the joint 
committee of railroad managers ‘tep- 
resenting thirteen railroads of the 
northwest, a strike, involving 2,300 
switchmen, became effective. 

The men engaged in this strike are 
employed by the various railroads 
running west and north of St. Paul 
from Lake Superior to the Pacific 
coast, and unless speedily settled will 
mean a serious interruption to traffic. 

The first effect of the strike was a 
sharp bulge in the price of wheat in 
the Chicago graitt market. The roads 
entering the Twin Cities and Duluth 
and Superior are largely grain-carry- 
ing roads from the west. 

Both sides to the dispute issued 
statements. The railway managers’ 
committee issued the following: 

“The switchmen in the northwest 
territory made simultaneous demands 
on thirteen railroad companies center- 
ing in the Twin Cities for double pay 
Sundays, holidays and overtime; an 
advance of 60 cents per day of ten 
hours in the wages of . switchmen, 
switch tenders, towermen, engine 
herders and assistant yardmasters; a 
modification of the rule providing for 
the payment of penalty in case of fail- 
ure to permit switchmen to secure 
their meal in the middle of their shift 
at a stated period, which contem- 
plates double pay in cases where: it 
became necessary to work a portion 
of the meal hour, and the elimination 
of the physical examination and the 
age limit placed upon switchmen:en- 
tering the service. 

“The switchmen in no detail re- 
ceded from their demands, which, if 
conceded, would have entailed an ad- 
ditional expense upon the railroads’ 
switching service of some 40 to 45 per 
cent. 

“The managers’ committee offered 
the switchmen an increase of 20 cents 
per day of ten hours in the rates of 
pay of switchmen employed in the 
territory west of Havre, Mont., on the 
Great Northern railway, and west of 
Billings, Mont., on the Northern Pa- 
cific, 

“Further concession was declined 
because the rates of pay of switch- 
men were increased over 13 per cent 
in November, 1906, and ‘because the 
rates had not been reduced during the 
period of ,business depression which 
followed. 

“The attention of the switchmen 
was called to the fact that in 1906 the 
switchmen were granted a,larger per-, 
centage of increase than any ather 
class of ployes in train service. At 
the crea Ritrates the wages of the 
switchmen overaged over $100 per 
month.” 

The statement then recites that 
after first declining to*leave the dis- 
pute to arbitration, the switchmen 
changed their minds and suggested 
that the controversy be left with Mar- 
tin A. Knapp, of the interstate com- 
merce commission, and Charles P. 
Neill, United States commissioner of 
labor. Before the arbitration confer- 
ence could be held, -however, the 


| switchmen again declined this form of 


settlement and announced their inten- 
tion of striking. This, the railway 
managers assert, is a breach of faith. 

Speaking for the switchmen, Presi- 
dent Hawley said: 

“We want an advance of 6 cents an 
hour in pay and the elimination of 
overtime and Sunday work as far as 
possible, and the request for double 
pay for overtime is in the nature of a 
penalty more than anything else, as 
we want to discourage overtime, Sun- 
day and holiday work. 

“We also ask for a modification of 
the physical requirements and age 
limit rules. Examination for employ- 
ment on railroads is now regarded 
as strict as those required for service 
in the army. ° 

“This strike will result in a tie-up of 
railroad traffic. From now on not a 
switch engine will, move in the terri- 
tory between the head of the lakes 
and the Pacific coast.”

Lignite Beds. 

The discovery of fine samples of 
lignite near Cuba leads to the belief 
that coal may be found in paying 
quantities. The lignite is better than 
most found and is heavier. It will 


burn fairly well. ‘Efforts are making 


to have borings made of sufficient 
depth to determine whether there is 
coal. What has been found is in the 
bottom of a little creek and runs back 
under a high hill: For some days two 
presumed hoboes have been working 
out in the hills there, and they are 
now believed to be prospectors look- 
ing into the lignite veins, and they 
have been seen twice in that locality, 
and they have been overheard talking 
about gas and oil. That section cor- 
responds very much to Toomsuba, 
where several leases have been made 
by Cincinnati parties to bore for gas. 
It is understood that a well is to be 
sunk near Toomsuba some time in 
December. 


New Water Supply. 

The Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road will quit taking Montgomery 
water, having decided to put in a 
plant of its own and-get water from 
the Alabama river. Half a million 
gallons a day is the amount needed, 
and the new arrangement will not 
only be economical, but the river 
water is said to make better steam 
than the artesian supply of the city. 
Two large pumping stations will go 
in, one above the other, so that if the 
river gets over one there will be the 
other to do the work. 


Receives Medal for Bravery. 


Second Lieutenant M. N. Usina, of 
the United States revenue cutter ser- 
vice, has received a_ silver medal 
awarded to him by congress for 
bravery. He saved the life of a young 
woman about to drown at Fort Mor- 
gan July 1 last. There are said to be 
but two other medals of this charac- 
ter in the revenue service.

Claiborne Long, a negro workman 
on the government works near Tusca- 
loosa, was drowned Tuesday after- 
noon at lock 10. He was engaged in 
rolling a wheelbarrow across a plank 
when he fell into the river. The 
wheelbarrow held him down, and he 
never came to the surface. The body 

was recovered by divers.

Demands ‘Are Madé:for Ad- 
vancs In Men’s Wages 


COMPROMISE IS OFFERED 


Switchmen Turn Down Proposal 
From Company and Now Railroad 
Traffic in the Northwest is Com- 


pletely Tied Up. 


St. Paul.—After fifteen days’ of ne- 
gotiations between the Switchmen’s 
Union of North America and the joint 
committee of railroad managers ‘t¢p- 
resenting: thirteen railroads .of the 
northwest, a strike, involving 2,300 
switchmen, became effective. 

The men engaged in this strike are 
employed by the various railroads 
running west and north of St. Paul 
from Lake Superior to the. Pacific 
coast, and unless speedily settled’ will 
mean a serious interruption to traffic. 

The first effect of the strike. was a 
sharp bulge in the price of wheat in 
the Chicago grain market. The roads 
entering the. Twin Cities and Duluth 
and Superior are largely grain-carry- 
ing roads from the west. 

Both sides to the dispute issued 
statements. The railway managers’ 
committee issued the following: - 

“The switchmen in the northwest 
territory made simultaneous demands 
on thirteen railroad companies center- 
ing in the Twin Cities for double pay 
Sundays, holidays and overtime; an 
advance of 60 cents per day of ten 
hours in the wages of switchmen, 
switch tenders, towermen, ‘engine 
herders and assistant yardmasters; a 
modification of the rule providing for 
the payment of penalty in case of fail- 
ure to permit switchmen to secure 
their meal in the middle of their shift 
at a stated period,. which contem- 
plates double pay in, cases where it 
became necessary to work a portion 
of the meal hour, and the elimination 
of the physical examination and the 
age limit placed upon switchmen en- 
tering the service. 

“The switchmen in no detail re- 
ceded from their demands, which, if 
conceded, would have entailed an ad- 
ditional expense upon the railroads’ 
switching service of some 40 to 45 per 
cent. 

“The managers’ committee offered 
the switchmen an increase of 20 cents 
per day of ten hours in the rates of 
pay of switchmen employed in the 
territory west of Havre, Mont., on the 
Great Northern railway, and west of 
Billings, Mont., on the Northern Pa- 
cific. 

“Further concession was declined 
because the rates of pay. of switch- 
‘men were increased over 13 per cent 
in November, 1906, and because the 
rates had not been reduced during the 
period of ,business depression which 
followed. 

“The attention of the switchmen 
was called to the fact that in 1906 the 
switchmen were granted a larger per-, 
centage of increase than any other 
class of employes in train service. At 
the present rates the wages of the 
switchmen overaged over $100 per 
month.” 

The statement then recites that 
after first declining to leave the dis- 
pute to arbitration, the switchmen 
changed their minds and suggested 
that the controversy be left with Mar- 
tin A. Knapp, of the interstate com- 
merce commission, and Charles P. 
Neill, United States commissioner of 
labor. Before the arbitratiqgn confer- 
ence could be held, however, 
switchmen again declined this form of 
settlement and announced their inten- 
tion of striking. This, the railway 
managers assert, is a breach of faith. 

Speaking for the switchmen, Presi- 
dent Hawley said: . 

“We want an advance of 6 cents an 
hour in pay and the elimination of 
overtime and Sunday work as far as 
possible, and the request for double 
pay for overtime is in the nature of a 
penalty more than anything else, as 
we want to discourage overtime, Sun- 
day and holiday work. 

“We also ask for a modification of 
the physical requirements and age 
limit rules. Examination for employ- 
ment on railroads is now regarded 
as strict as those required for service 
in the army. 

“This strike will result in a tie-up of 
railroad traffic. From now on not a 
switch engine will. move in the terri- 
tory between the head of the lakes 
and the Pacific coast.”

Spokane, Wash.—John Pancner, one 
of the leaders of the Industrial Work- 
ers of the World, convicted of coh- 
spiracy, was sentenced to six months 
in jail at hard labor. Evidence was 
introduced that Pancner had come to 
this city to fight the ordinance regu- 
lating street speaking, and that he had 
sent out telegrams to nearby towns 
calling for “men to fill the jails in 
Spokane.” He appealed from the sen- 
tence. _ 


Not on Full Time. 


Manchester, England—A_ report 
that a large section of the English 
cotton mills‘is being put on full time 
is denied by men in the trade here. It 
is reported that Liverpool brokers are 
now reselling cotton orders for spin- 
ners accounts owing to the general 
paralysis of the industry in the cotton 
using countries due to “the exorbitant 
price of the raw material.” 


Increase for Telegraphers. 

Chicago, Ill—Telegraph operators 
in railway offices, wire chiefs and 
managers on the Santa Fe railway 
system will receive an increase of $5 
a month in wages, according to an an- 
nouncement made here Tuesday by 
officials of the railroad. They are un- 
organized and had made no demands 
for an increase.. 


Sold 1,000,000 Pounds. 

Henderson, Ky.—The Stemming 
District Tobacco Association on 
Wednesday sold to the American To- 
bacco Company 1,000,000 pounds of 
its 1909 crop at an average of 7 cents 
per pound.

Lignite Beds. 


The discovery of fine samples of 
lignite near Cuba leads to the belief 
that coal may be found in paying 
quantities. The lignite is better than 
most found and is heavier. It will 
burn fairly well. Efforts are making 
to have borings made of sufficient 
depth to determine whether there is 
coal.. What has been found is in the 
bottom of a little creek and runs back 
under a high hill. For some days two 
presumed hoboes have been working 
out in the hills there, and they are 
now believed to be prospectors look- 
ing into the lignite veins, and they 
have been seen twice in that locality, 
and they have been overheard talking 
about gas and oil. ‘That section cor- 
responds very much to Toomsuba, 
where several leases have been made 
by Cincinnati parties to bore for gas. 
It is understood that a well is to be 
sunk near Toomsuba some time in 
December. 


New Water Supply. 


The Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road will quit taking Montgomery 
water, having decided to put in a 
plant of its own and -get water from 
the Alabama river. Half a million 
gallons a day is the amount needed, 
and the new arrangement will not 
only be economical, but the river 
water is said to make better steam 


‘than the artesian supply of the city. 


Two large pumping stations will go 
in, one above the other, so that if the 
river gets over one there will be the 
other to do the work. 


Receives Medal for Bravery. 


Second Lieutenant M. N. Usina, of 
the United States revenue cutter ser- 
vice, has received a_ silver medal 
awarded to him by congress for 
bravery. He saved the life of a young 
woman about to drown at Fort Mor- 
gan July 1 last. There are said to be 
but two other medals of this charac- 
ter in the revenue service.

The editor of The RECORD is up 
in the air. For some years he has 
devoted his time to the itinerant min- 

listry in the Methodist Episcopal 
; Church, South, but at the recent ses- 
| sion of the conference of that church, 
held at Opelika, he withdrew from 
the itinerant ministry and was grant- 
ed a local relation. There are quite 
a number of our people who have 
asked what this relation means, and 
in order to satisfy the curiosity of the 
curious and to answer the question for 
all, we say that in accepting a local 
relation the minister does not surren- 
der his credentials as a preacher, but 
simply withdraws from what is known 
as the “traveling ministry.” He is 
‘still a minister, and is amenable to 
the Quarterly Conference, of which 
he is a member, and not to the An- 
nual Conference, of which he ceases 
to be a member. In other words, 
while retaining his rank as a minis- 
ter, he voluntarily withdraws from 
that field as a manner of making a 
living, and is permitted to enter such 
fields of activity as he may select, 
while he who retains his membership 
in the itineracy is not permitted to 
follow anyother pursuits; the one 1s 
under the orders of the bishops of the 
church, while the other is not. 


Those who voted down the consti- 
tutional amendment have claimed that 
they were prohibitionists. It is true 
that they had the whiskey crowd with 
them, but for the most part they 
claimed to be, and were, prohibition- 
ists.. Their. contention was that we 
already had prohibition, and that the 
proposed amendment was a danger- 
ous thing, infringing upon the rights 
of the people and the sanctity of the 

home. Now, if we have prohibition, 

and prohibition that will stand, noth- 
ing can be better, from our viewpoint, 
at least. But now let’s not go to run- 
ning out a saloon man for governor, 
and let’s quit talking about local op- 
tion. After we have made this great 
step forward in the cause of temper- 
ance, are we to lose it? Local option 
was good in its day, when that was 
| the best we could get. But govern- 
ment advances, as well as science. 
What was a proper method of dealing 
with an evil a few years ago is inade- 
quate now. What we want is prohi- 
bition—not prohibition in Chiiton 
county, with whiskey in Shelby and 
Autauga; not a dry state and saloons 
in Tennessee, but the ultimate aim ‘s 
to put this poisonous ruinous stuff 
out of reach of mankind. When we 
have done that, we shall have taken 
our course decidedly in the direction
